Dt. Sieber gradueted from the New School for Social Research in New 
York and earned his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at Iowa State Hniversity. He then 
taught African art at the universities of Iowa and Wisconsin and has lectured 
on that subject in colleges and the Peace Corps. In 1964 he was visiting 
professor in African art history at the University of Ghana. 

In 193S Dr. Sieber was backed by the Ford Foundation to do research in 
England and Nigeria. Later, he was consultant to that Foundation. In 1963 and 
1964 he assuoBd the chairmanehip of the Fine Arte and Humanities Committee of 

the African studies Association. He is currently a trustee of the Museum of African 
Art ivoWashington, D.C.
